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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant'selectionof Group! (claims 1-9, 12-13 and 23) in Paper No. 9 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed 
errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 10-11, 14 and 19-22 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 9. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the features listed below must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

• "Vee-belt pulley" (claim 5) 

• "tractor power-take-off or other drive source" (claim 5) 

• "storage tank" (claim 6) 

• "drive means", "drive housing" and "output shaft" (claim 8)

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4. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: "frame assembly 11" 
(page 7). A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be 
held in abeyance. 

Specification 

5. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it employs legal phraseology, such as 
the word "said". Additionally, it is a run-on sentence. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608. 

6. Correction of the specification and claims is requested, so to employ proper English 
spelling, syntax and grammar. For example, the words "characterised" and "moulded," as written 
in the claims, are not in proper English spelling. 

7. The incorporation of essential material in the specification by reference to a foreign 
application or patent, or to a publication is improper (reference to PCT/AUOO/00167, on page 
1 1). Applicant is required to amend the disclosure to include the material incorporated by 
reference. The amendment must be accompanied by an affidavit or declaration executed by the 
applicant, or a practitioner representing the applicant, stating that the amendatory material 
consists of the same material incorporated by reference in the referencing application. See In re 
Hawkins, 486 F.2d 569, 179 USPQ 157 (CCPA 1973); In re Hawkins, 486 F.2d 579, 179 USPQ 
163 (CCPA 1973); and In re Hawkins, 486 F.2d 577, 179 USPQ 167 (CCPA 1973). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1-9, 12-13 and 23 are objected to due to the spelling errors noted above, but will 
be allowed if the outstanding formal requirements were resolved. 
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9. As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either comply with 
all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not complied with. See 37 
CFR 1,1 11 (b) and MPEP § 707.07(a). 

1 0. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: A 
thorough search of the relevant prior art does not disclose or reasonably suggest a rotatable 
appHcator head comprising a plurality of porous wicks molded through the length of applicator 
head.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.

U.S. Patent Number 4,019,684 to Parkin discloses a rotary atomizer having strips of 
porous material.
